The  Broncos'  first  National  FoothatI  League  Championship  ended  the 
American  Coiiference's  J.5-i/rai-  losing  streak  in  the  Super  Boiol. 


Tlie  first  component  of  tlie  MIR  SPACE  STATION  urns  huneed  11,1986. 
Except  for  two  brief  gaps,  the  space  station  has  been  manned  continuously  ever  since.  II 
has  made  over  60,000  trips  around  Earth.  In  1994  the  U.S.  and  Russia  agreed  to  conduct 
joint  missions  aboard  the  station.  A  docking  module  was  attached  to  Mir,  allowing 
American  space  shuttles  to  link  up  loith  the  Russia  station.  The  mam  Mir  module-which 
provides  living  quarters  for  up  to  sj.v  people-has  been  orbiting  for  nearly  12  years. .which 
is  seven  years  longer  than  planned.

zvas  the  first  Detnocratic  president  in  60 
years  to  be  elected  to  a  second  term.  Under 
his  presidency,  the  US  enjoyed  the  lowest 
rate  of  inflation  since  the  early  1960s,  and 
he  was  the  first  president  in  1 7  years  to 
submit  a  balanced  budget  to  Congress. 


The  FLORIDA  MARLINS  became 
major  league  baseball's  world  champions  in 
1997.  beating  the  Cleveland  Indians  in  the 
World  Series,  just  five  years  old,  the  Marlins 
tied  the  Indians  in  the  ninth  inning  of  the 
seventh  game  and  went  on  to  win  it  all  in  the 
eleventh  inning  with  a  score  ofS-2. 


TJie  1 1 ,000  residents  of  the  Caribbean  island 
of  MOSTSERKAT  witnessed  the  devasta- 
tion that  very  active  volcanoes  can  cause.  The 
volcano  belched  ash  and  small  rocks  over 
several  days  in  September  and  forced  more 
tiiantzco-thirds  of  the  population  to  evacuate 
the  island.  A  shortage  of  housing  was  one  of 
the  biggest  problems,  especially  for  those 
evacuating  the  central  communities  of  the 
island. 


MOTHER  TERES  Awas  among  the  most  well- 
known  and  highly  respected  women  in  the 
worldinthc  the tiventieth century.  Inl948she 
founded  the  Missiotiaries  of  Charity.  Through 
this  order,  she  dedicated  her  life  to  helping  the 
poor,  the  sick,  and  the  dying  around  the  world. 
Her  selfless  work  with  the  needy  brought  her 
much  acclaim  and  many  aivards.  including  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  1979.  She  died  on  Sep- 
tember 5, 1997  at  her  convent  in  Calcutta.

She  was  the 
highest  ranking  woman  in  the  history  of  US  government, 
and  previously  served  as  the  President's  ambassador  to 
the  United  Nations  and  in  foreign  policy  advisory  posi- 
tions for  former  President  Jimmy  Carter. 


Princess  Diana 

Many  nationsbid  farewell  to  Prin- 
cess Di,  who  was  buried  in  Sep- 
tember after  a  fatal  car  crash  on 
August  31, 1997.  Millions  packed 
Britain  for  her  funeral.  It  was  a 
crowd  unmatched  since  the  end 
of  World  War  11. 


Benjamin  Netanyahu 

Often  called  Israel's  first  American- 
style  politician,  Netanyahu  rejected 
the  land-for-peace  bargain  withthe 
Palestinians,  which  was  the  back- 
bone of  the  1 993  Oslo  peace  accords. 
In  the  wake  of  his  hard-line  stance, 
there  were  dozens  of  deaths  by  ter- 
rorism throughout  Israel.  Inthesum- 
mer  of  1997,  two  suicide  bombings 
in  Jerusalem,  claimed  by  the  militant 
Muslim  group  Hamas,  drove 
Netanyahu  to  halt  peace  proceed- 
ings indefinitely. 
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Sen.  Fred  Thompson 

is  chairman  for  the  U.S.  Senate  Gov- 
ernmental Affairs  Committee,  which 
investigated  alleged  campaign  fund 
raising  abuses  by  Democrats  in  the 
1996  presidential  campaign.  The 
committee  heard  testimony  from  sev- 
eral government  officials  and  big- 
money  political  contributors.  One  of 
the  key  questions  was  the  role  of 
foreign  money  in  politics,  including 
the  political  campaigns  of  President 
Bill  Clinton  and  Vice  President  Al 
Ciorc.
